Speedy Repeal of 
Neutrality 

Calling zor more effective meas- 
ures to get aid to Britain, Soviet 
Union and China, the Greater New 
York Industrial Union, at its reg- 
ular meeting Thursday, called for 
passage of the McKellar resolution 
repealing the Neutrality Act and 
instructed its executive committee 


to arrange a drive in CIO unions 


for material aid to countries at war 
with Hitler. 

The proposal to coordinate a 
campaign for funds through a com- 
mittee of the Council, came as a 
number of affiliates have already 
begun. collections in shops to aid 
the Allied countries. The Purriers 
Joint Council is in the midst of a 
drive for $100,000. 


The Council's delegates, acting 
for nearly 500,000 unionists, also 
passed two other resolutions. One 
vigorously condemned Judge Charles 
B. Sears’ recommendation to de- 
port Harry Bridges and pledged 
full support for court appeal. 

The Council also condemned the 
Nye-Clark film censorship inquiry, 
and demanding it be stopped im- 
mediately, declared it gives aid to 
Hitler and arouses racial hatred. 

The resolutions and proposals 
came as recommendations in the 
first report of Clifford T. McAvoy, 
the Council’s new legislative rep- 
resentative. 


MAP LABOR ACTION 


A lively discussion followed with 
delegates calling for more vigorous 


action in behalf of the McKellar 
neutrality repeal resolution. The 
executive committee of the Council 
was directed to map a program of 
action to rally New York’s labor for 
quick passage of the McKellar res- 
olution. 

“The Nazi government is doing 
everything possible to prevent aid 
from reaching Great Britain and 
the Soviet Union by submarine 
attacks on American shipping,” 
said the resolution. » 

“The Neutrality Act prevents 
the United States from effective- 
ly carrying out the declared pol- 
icy of aid to the countries fight- 
ing Hitlerism.” 

The resolution therefore resolved 
mat: 

“The Greater New York Indus- 
trial Unlon Council urge the 
United States Senate to adopt 
Senator” 7  reséhition © 
calling for repeal of the Neutral- 
ity Act and that the Council in- 
form President Roosevelt of its 
action in this matter and that it 
urge Senators Wagner and Mead 
to use every influence to assure 
the passage of Senater McKel- 
lar’s resolution in the Senate.” 

The Sears deportation recom- 
mendation, said the resolution on 
Bridges, was based principally on 
testimony ef “labor spies, native 
fascists and enemies of the labor 
movement.” 

The report further “puts the of- 
ficial stamp of approval on the 
anti-union activities of the FSI,” 
said the. resolution. 

“Harry Rridges has always been 
an outspoken opponent of fascism 
and Hitlerism and as a CIO 
lender brought wage increases 
and a better standard of living 
to thousands of American work- 
ers” it continued. 

The Sears report is condemned 
as “an aid to the pro-Hitler forces 
of the United States and an attack 
on the fundamental principles of 
free trade unionism,” and urges 
Attorney General Francis Biddle 
to “reverse the findings.” 

The council session which was 
closed, was taken up mainly with 
emendments to its constitution. 

President Joseph Curran presided. 
Upon appeai of Abraham Hersch- 
kowitz in behalf of ORT, a Jewish 
refugee aid organization, the Coun- 
cil gave endorsement to a dinner 
for Mrs, Roosevelt set for Nov. 9 at 
Hotel Commodore.

such as chemicals, iron and steel 
scrap, and lumber. 


CAN’T ENFORCE ORDERS 


Leon Henderson has been issuing 
ceilings setting maximum prices on 
basic commedities right along, but 
he is powerless to crack down on 
the violators of these orders. 

The main purpose of the admin- 
istration Bill, H. R. 5479, is to pro- 
vide the OPA with strict legal 
powers to enforce its price ceilings 
and prevent profiteering at the ex- 
pense of the people. , 

When Henderson concluded his 
record-breaking, six-week testimony 
before the committee last week, it 
was assumed that the hearings were 
just about over. 

But a whole new string of wit- 
nesses appeared before the Con- 
gressmen tis week, and there are 
still more i come, 

In the past week the committee 
heard Marriner S. Eccles, chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Board; Ed 
O’Neal, president of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, and a 
Department of Agriculture official. 

Eccles called on the committee to 
“promptly enact” the price control 
bill, but he played into the hands 
of reactionary Congressmen with 
his inaccurate statement that “you 
cannot leave wages and salaries 
which are the main factor in prices 
to rise indiscriminately.”

[The whole tenor of Hitler's 
speech showed that his purpose was 
to try to explain to the German 
people first, why he attacked the 
Soviet Union and, second, why he 
was having such difficulties in the 
anti-Soviet war. 

[He even brought in a senti- 
mental reference to “poor little 
Finland.” In one passage he orated 
thus: “You know perfectly well 
what it meant for us to look on in 
silence when the tiny state of Pin- 
land was overwhelmed by a great 
power.“ 

[He boasted, as usual, declaring 
the Soviet Union already defeated, 
and prophesied big victories ‘in the 
next 48 hours.“ 

Hitler admitted that the ti- 
Soviet campaign had placed great 
strain upon the German armed 
forces, particularly transport units 
and infantrymen, 

He admitted, too, that “we had 
no idea how gigantic the enemy’s 
preparations had been” for what he 
called the proposed Soviet attack on 
Germany, 

In appealing to Germans for 
‘greater sacrifice, he referred indi- 
rectly to United States financial 
participation in the war, saying that 
Germany could “defeat all enemies” 
regardless of how many Dillions 
they are going to spend.” 

“This war is a transport problem 
only,” he added. “We have pro- 
duction assured—enough to beat all 


possible enemies.” 


The reference, to all possible ene- 
mies included the United States. 
Hitler said that he never was “dis- 
appointed” with the state of the 
nation or the war machine but that 
“we had not the slightest idea how 
gigantic were the (Russian) prepa- 
rations or how great was the danger 
for all Europe.” 

Hitler recalled that, when the war 
against the Soviet Union started, 
his General Staff advised him that 
a full attack on Britain was im- 
possible while the Red Army threat 
was in the rear. 

“A full attack on Britain needing 
the entise Luftwaffe was impossible 
as long as Russia was at our backs 
massing armies on the frontier, and 
constructing airdrome after air- 
drome,” he said.

Health Checkup in President's Remarks

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today se- 
rious alarm at the health conditions 
revealed by Selective Service re- 
jections and thus lent support to 
the growing belief here to reports 
that the Administration is now 
considering a program to improve 
the health of the people as an im- 
portant part of national defense. 
The President told his press con- 
ference that he found statistics of 
Selective Service on the health of a 
representative cross section of 
American mén amazing, disturbing 
and alarming. 


So disturbing were the figures, 
the President added, that he is hav- 
ing a summary prepared for the 
press which will probably be avail- 
able next week. 

A minimum of medical care will 
in many cases fit young men for 
Selective Service even though they 
had previously been rejected 
the Army, the President said. 
While.the President was non- 
commital on the kind of a program 
needed to meet this problem, Col. 
Leonard G. Rowntree, Chief of the 
Selective Service Medical Division, 
flatly advocated “a nation-wide 
campaign for improvement of the 
general health.” 

In an address before the District 
of Columbia Medical Society, Col. 
Rowntree said that every resource 


to aid in a program for better 
general health. 

l must combine—the doctor 
dentist, the individual, in an effort 
to promote better health,” Col. 
Rowntree suid. 

“The present national emergency 
gives to medicine what it has al- 
ways asked for—namely, compul- 
sory physical examinations. These 


examinations show the actual need 
for physical betterment of the na- 
tion so that this emergency if real- 
tty constitutes medicine’s golden 
opportunity.” 

Whether a public health program 
along the lines of the Wagner 
Health Bill will again be pushed by 
the administration was as yet un- 
clear in informed circles.

„ A column by Dorothy Thompson the 
other day once more focussed attention upon 
the crimes of the Nazis in their mass mur- 
der of innocent hostages. 

Miss Thompson warned against any 
“hardened, calloused or indifferent” feeling 
as a result of the Hitlerites making this a 
regular part of their fiendish “New Order.” 

In Serbia alone, as many as fifty hos- 
tages were murdered because one Nazi 
brown-shirt lost his life. Literally hundreds 
of innocent people are being killed and tor- 
tured in France, Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria and other Nazi-oceupied countries. 
Here is a return of the barbarism which the 
world struggled centuries to overcomie. 

Inspired by the remarkable resistance of

¢ Jn another blustering but ominous state- 
ment, Japanese leaders have warned against 
the Dutch East Indies selling oil and other 
materials to the Soviet Union. 


This hits directly at America, since our 


- own security is dependent upon the fullest 


amount of assistance to the Soviet Union. 


There is more to this threat than that 
Tokio shall have the right to determine what 
shall be done with American-owned oil in 
the Dutch East Indies. Here is another evi- 
dence of Japan’s intention to seize the Indies 
and to continue a policy of aggression in the 
Far East. Any direction that Japan tries to 
move in the Pacific area is a danger to this 
country and ought to be resolutely opposed. 

When Japan threatened to interfere with 
American aid by way of Vladivostok, firm 
pressure from the Soviet Union, the United 
States and China compelled her to back 
down. China has again done a service by 
her tremendous victory at Changsha. Amer- 
ica should let the Japanese militarists know 
that no appeasement whatever will be forth- 
coming and that no aggressive moves against 
the East Indies or elsewhere will be toler- 
ated. In our own national interest, America 
should be firmer than ever with Japan. 


Labor One Way, 
Aluminum Another 


Two contrasting court actions on the 
same day. 


Against the AFL electrical union, Local 
3, an injunction has been recommended by 
a special master to the Federal Court. The 
ground is “restraint of trade.” 

But in the case of the giant Aluminum 
Corporation, a court decision now being read 
already indicates that Federal Judge Caffey 
has given a clean bill of health to the Mellon 
monopoly. 

Judge Caffey calmly declares that the 
100 per cent control of aluminum sources by 
the Mellon company doesn’t “necessarily” 
mean monopoly. The whole country knows, 
and the Anti-Trust Division at Washington 
has proved again and again, that aluminum 
is in the grip of the closest monopoly in 
America. This monopoly control is gravely 
hampering defense. 


The contrasting attitudes toward a labor 
union and a notorious monopoly is startling. 
The decision against Local 3 would punish 
the union for refusing to handle non-union 
goods. It would compel the union to forfeit 
its right to fight for the unionization of its 
industry. | 4 

In this manner, the decision would open 
the way for similar destructive decisions 
against every trade union in the country. 
It would wipe out gains which have taken 
labor generations to achieve. 


The country should insist that the atti- 


tudes be reversed; that labor be protected 


from persecutions under the anti-Trust law, 
and the real Trusts be effectively curbed.

INSULT TO SOVIET PEOPLE 


The editorial was an insult to the 
Soviet people—who are laying down 
their lives for America as well as 
themselves. No one who reads it, 
and who is not acquainted with the 
magnificent ideals and purposes of 
the Soviets, would have any desire 
whatever for assisting the Soviet 
Union, nor would they draw the 
conclusions necessary for safeguard- 
ing America. That is true even 
though it is not necessary for one

Here are a 
people, overcoming constant sabo- 
tage and difficulties created by hos- 
tile powers to build great achieve- 
ments, sacrificing these achieve- 
ments without hesitation to hold the 
enemy back from London and New 
York. What nation of people de- 
serves more sympathy, more under- 
standing and more help of every 
ind? And how can our own na- 
tional interest be protected except 
through our sympathy developing 
into a national front for every 
means necessary to crush Hitler. 


CREATES FALSE ISSUE 


Mr Lewis says in the title of his 
editorial “You don’t have to love 
the Communists to help Russia 
stop the Nazis. But neither lov- 
ing nor hating the Communists is 
the issue. This is not a war for 
Communism or Socialism. It is a 
patriotic war for the national in- 
dependence of this and every other 
country. Nor is it a war for spread- 
ing slander against the Soviet peo- 
ple—to the delight of Hitler and 
the appeasers. 

If Mr. Lewis has read any of the 
dispatches his editor Ralph Inger- 
soll has written from the Soviet 
Union or those of Erskine Cald- 
well, he could have seen answers
